Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference characters) not mentioned in the 
description: the reference signs "206" and "406" shown in Figures 2 and 4 are not 
mentioned in the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference characters) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 16, 
line 6, "summarized as follows" is suggested to read "summarized referring to Figure 2 
as follows" and on page 23, line 26, "a ordinary processor" should be "an ordinary 
processor". Appropriate correction is required. 

6. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the claimed subject matter recited in the preamble of claims 
9 and 10 lacks antecedent basis and support in the specification. 



7. Claims 2 and 1 0 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 2, lines 9-10, "an adaptive gain is added to a phase delay vector value" 

should be "the adaptive gain is added to the phase delay vector value" for clarity. 

In claim 10, lines 5-6 and 22, "a mobile station" and "(d) to (g)" should be "the 

mobile station" and "(b) to (e)", respectively. Appropriate correction is required. 



8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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9. Claims 2-1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 2-3, 7-8 and 10, the symbol(s) and letter(s) recited in the equations are 
undefined including "N" recited in claims 7 and 8. 

In claim 7 (lines 1-2), claim 8 (lines 1-2), and claim 10 (lines 11-12 and 16), the 
phrases "the number of computations", "the gradient of the output power to the phase of 
each of the antennas", and "the signature of the gradient" all lack antecedent basis. 

Claims 9 and 10 are vague and indefinite because they are unclear exactly 
method or apparatus claims? 

It is unclear a method or the processor for performing the functions of clauses (a) 
to (c) of claim 9 and (a) to (f) of claim 10? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 1 is allowed. 

1 1 . Claims 2-1 0 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to show or suggest that an adaptive array antenna system for 
obtaining gradient of output power of an array antenna to a phase of each of antennas 
in the array antenna system at every snapshot and determining whether an adaptive 
gain is added or subtracted depending on the signature of the gradient to update the 
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phase of each antenna, wherein the snapshot defines time for computing a new weight 
vector or a new phase delay vector. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

References Choi et al., Lin et al., Wang et al., Halford et al M and Chulajata et al. 
are all related to adaptive array antenna system for enhancing the communication 
quality of increasing the communication capacity by reducing interference and noises 
with a beam pattern.
